It's been 10 years since Ben Affleck 
and Matt Damon — longtime buddies 
and Oscar-winning screenwriters of 
1997's Good Will Hunting — lorded over 
the last Project Creenlight. Yet their 
reality show, sort of Amer/co's Next 
Top Movie Director, still captures the 
excitement and eye-rolling ego battles 
of filmmaking with, yes, cinematic 
polish. An added treat: The stars serve 
up some comforting ol'-pals banter 
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("The first Project Creenlight destroyed 
our friendship," quips Affleck). More 
pertinent are the souped-up stakes. 
Whichever would-be auteur triumphs 
gets to direct a wild comedy — the 
story of a loser who accidentally weds 
a prostitute — produced by famed 
brothers Peter and Bobby Farrelly 
(Dumb and Dumber) for HBO. The 
flicks by previous winners were barely 
released! After a snappy whittle-down 


of 200 contenders, Affleck, Damon, 
the Farrellys and execs meet the 13 
idea-spewing finalists. Not only do the 
judges butt heads over their favorites, 
but their final choice — an unexpected 
control freak Peter deems "self- 
destructive" — looks to be as much 
of a diva as a Real Housewife. When 
the novice director suggests firing the 
screenwriter just minutes after winning, 
that's entertainment!
